A-s far as the current situation in both our countries, as to 
riots .in -it he streets are concerned - I think we are doing a much 
better job of it than your boys.

The locals that was 
selling the troops lemonade, laced with LSD. Great 
people. Put the two together -and no wonder you get This is 

the botched jobs that your news media gobble up and 
spread to the world. 

Third - We have something called the RIOT ACT. 
When a judge reads this before any crowd and the 
crowd does not disperse, then the judge has the right 
to disperse the crowd - ANY WAY he sees fit.
